JOHN MILLS, THE MORMON 
PREACHER. 


His Fight With Col. Turk. 

When the Mormons settled it Missouri 
in-1§83,. an enthusiastic Youngman named 
Mills:was: their most popular and. admired 
preacher. Indeed, so great was his fame, 
that.whenever he had a meeting a crowd of 
the-gaints was sure.to be present. -¢ 

A strong and violent mob of lynchers 
was about this time organized to put down 
the Mormons, under_the command of .Col. 
| Turk, on of the most desperately danger- 
ous men that Missouri, or, in truth, any other 
country ‘ever produced, -Someof the Mor-— 
inons were tarred and feathered, some were 
scourged ‘with long knotty hickories till 
they fuinted from excess of torture and loss 
of ‘blood—others were forcitly deprived of 
their property, and reduced in a day to the 
condition of beggars, while others shared a 
dooin of more mercy, and were shot down 
on the prairie likeso many wolves. At last 
Turk resolved to take sone @f the conceit 
out of the young preacher, Mills, and he 
gave notice to his men accordingly. 

It was a dreadful cold night in mid wiuter,-| 
1833, and although the sky was cloudless, 
and the full moon’ shone out in all her splen- 
cor, the earth lay in that pearly radiance, and 
dveary aan frozen tomb; fora thick sheet of 
snow crusted its surface, and the north wind 
howled over it a dismal dirge. It was a 
night to driv even thieves and outlaws in- 
to barns’and stables for shelter, and to keep 
honest people by the blaze of their own raar- 
ing hearths. 

And yet, strange to say, ina log cabin, 
within three hundred- yards of the Missouri 
river, then frozen. from shore to shore, at 
least one hundred people had assembled to 
hold’ a-retigions-mecting.” ‘They~ wers Mor. 
mons; you mfly be sure. No fanatic: of old 
faith would lave tagsed out on gach a night; 
they must. be fresh zealots, with some new 
idea, but at its birth, in their hearts, and

included men and women in about equal 
numbers, and many of the former carried 
rifles; which they grasped with one hand, 
even when they kueeled down to pray ; such 
was the imminence of peril, either real or 
imagined; as they deemed pending over them.

- Almost from the tate 6f his accession to, 
the imperial dignity, it was -Napoleon’s eus- 
tom: to follow his columas of. march io a 
carriage. A number of saddle horses, -few 
of which seem td be ‘either hitdsome or 
valuable, formed; indeed,, part of his train ; 
but beseldom mounted till activé qperatious. 
were about to begin, and quitted the-saddle 
again as soon as either the pursuit had been » 
fully directed, or the retreat atranged. ~This 
he called “‘making war lke aa Emperor,” 
and-when the course of events induced: him 
to move more frequently aft horseback, he 
spoke of “‘ making waf again like General 
Bonaparte.” His travelling carriage, divi- 
ded into two conipartments, was fitted ap so 
as to serve fora cabinet of labour during the 
day, and a sleeping room at night. One of 
the compartments he reserved for his own 
exclusive use ; the other was occupied by 
Berthier, the master, as we should say, of 
the buck-hounds. “Now Berthier enjoyed, 
perhaps, more of his master’s confidence 
than any other fanctionary, whether civilian 
or soldier, who approached him ; and it is 
due to him to add, that ‘if devotion to the 
Emperor’s service, and unflinching iategrity, 
be the qualities that recommend a subject to 
his sovereign, Berthier deserved all the fa- 
vour that was bestowed upon him. His 
compartment, though very comfortable, scar- 
cely differed, in its goneral arrangement from - 
any other well-stuffed voiture ; the Empe- 
por’s was so disposed that a number of 
cushions, hidden during the day, became a 
bed at night, on which he could lie at length. 
A great lamp let in front from behind threw 
sufficient light over the whole to enable him, 
when so disposed, to read, and even to write, 


with the same. facility by. night as by day. 


Round the panels of the Empefor’s’ carriage 
were fastened a gréat variety’ of boxes or 
caskets, each provided with its peculiarJock, 

and a key suited toit.. These were filled, 
some with states of the army, and of the 
several portions of it; some with despatches; 

some with letters on public and private busi- 
ness; some with newspapers, and some-with 
books. ‘The states of corps, divisions, bri- 

gades, and battalions, he examined as he 
went along; and a flight.of torm paper dash- 
ed from the windows, showed when the task 
was done: the like took place after he had. 
read such letters a8 he’ did not consider it 
necessary to preserve, and newspapers, -and 
pamphilots, ~and even volumes, shared the 
same fate. His custom. was to have sent to 
him a copy ofevery new work that was pub- 
lished ii Paris, whether it was a memoir, a 
scientific treatise, a novel, or a play; and. ‘if 
the first two or three pages didnot take his 
fancy, the unfortunate tome was forthwith 
tost aside. His whole route might be traced 
by fragments of papers, jouroals and volumes, 
scattered by the wayside. In frgnt ef the 
seat which he occupied was suspended on 
all occasions, the. best chart which it_was 
possible to procure Of ‘the *djstrict through 
which be,paaged.

And all this was done with such perfegt regu. 
larity and forethought, that let him reach his 
proposed head-quarters when. -he might, he 
could at once betake himgelf to bis favourite 
occupation. Meanwhile, at the. four corners 
of the room, tables ‘were set, with tools or 
chairs for the use. of his secretaries. To 


| these gentlemen it was his custom to dictate 


simultangous] y—for he possessed the rare. 
qvality of giving judgment npon: almost, 
any nus of different subjects at the same 
time: * “Hie engtom was this:—he walked 
backwards and forwards, generally with his| 
hat oh, and almost always having bis bands 
crossed behind bis.back, aud delivered, ia 
short, and often ta broken séntenges, bis 
opinions on matters which pressed for imme~ 
diate attention. To one table he would dic- 
tate-instructions for: the “halt or movement 
of troops; to another he would pronounee 
his decision on questions of finance, or the 
administrative government of the empire;

My First ‘Impressions.of Chestor. 

First-impressions are ‘Baid: ‘always to be most 
lasting,yand I have no dogbt-but that they are 
generally most.correct. Gen. Pillow; in writing 
his famous‘ Leonidas letter,” from the fresb- 
fought fields of the valley of Mexico, suid to a 
friend that the object of his ‘‘hot haste” was 
to get off An avaunttourier and make the first 
impressions of the gloricus battles of Mexico 
upon the American mind, feeling confident that 
subsequent impressions, though made by ad- 
verse and contradictory. testimony, could never 
finally obliterate or change the current of public 
sentiment which had been put in motion, and 
received its impetus by first impressions. 

But to come to the point—my impressions of 
Chester at first sight were altogether favorable, 
notwithstanding I was just from Winnsboro, 
where’! had the pleasure ofa three days sojourn 
during court week; and some persons might 
think that Chester would suffer from compari- 
son—buat such are net ny impressions. I was 
pleased with the first view which I had of the 
town from the depot. » The long slope, and the 
rising hill, the pleasing variety of ups and 
downs, tending to break the monotony of a dead 
level, are some of the charms of Chester which 
T-am iftclined to appreciate. Another item 
which should by no means be overlooked is the 
entire absence of red mad in. wet weather, or 
red dust in dry. They have some mud, in rainy 
weather, asa matter of course. but it is not 
red, aud that certainly makesit more tolerable. 

There are three churches. here, well supplied 
hy faithful and “efficient ministers, with 1 arge 
and altentive congregations. I had the pleasure, 
on. sunday morning, of attending the Baptist 
charch, and heard a.most excellent sermon on 
‘- brotherly lave’ by the regular Pastor, the 
Rey. Mr. Uinton. His manner asa speaker‘s 
pleasant and animated, and his matter chaste 
and appropriate. At night I attended the 
Presbyterian charceb and heard a very able and 
cloquent discourse from the Rev. Mr. White, 
on the religioas obligation of manual labor. 
Mr. White is quite. voung man—a graduate of 
‘the South Carolina College, and bidg fair, for 
the attainment of eminence and distinction in 
his efliing. 

The business of Chester is rapidly pn the in- 
crease, gifl her cotton trade quite extensive. 
Every thing wears a brisk and thriving appear- 
nnee.. Extensive improvements are apparent 
on every hand, and new buildings, iucluding a 
large and beautiful Court House are being 
erected in various parts of the town, but more 
especially ubout the depot. 

The Hotels, three or four in number, are weil 
kept by liberal and tasty landlords, where the 
traveller can find bed and board of ag good a 
quality, and on as reasonable terms, as can be 
found any where else in the up couftry. The 
one at which [ stopped (Howerton’s) is ag good, 
if notebetter than some you will find in@barles- 
ton.
